NEAPOLIS CHEESE 
FACTORY COMPLETES 
NEW CURING ROOM 


The Neapolis Co-operative Dairy 
Association, which operates a 
cheese factory, store and service 
station ten miles east of Didsbury, 
has completed the addition of a 
new curing room to the cheese fac- 
tory and hope to have the new 
freezing plant installed and_ in 
operation before the end of the 
year. 

The cheese factory was built in 
1938, following the depression 
years of the 30's, and has proved 
to be a deciding factor in putting 
the farmers back on their feet aftet 
severe hard times. Today this same 
factory is operating at a profit and 
bringing the shareholders better 
prices for their milk than ever be- 
fore. 

The business is increasing, too, 
and last year the 60 farmer mem- 
bers sold 3,021,130 pounds of milk 
to the Neapolis Co-op. From this 
milk 282,834 pounds of whole milk 
cheese were made and sold. 

Production figures for the first 
seven months of 1947 show an in- 
crease over last year and 


from which they made 179,771 
pounds of cheese. 
The Neapolis Co-operative Dairy 


Association has won a number of 


; | 
prizes in past years for its quality 


cheese and continues to turn out a 


first-class product under the able | 


supervision of the cheese maker, 
Ken Schultz. 

Garnet Tighe is_ secretary-trea- 
surer of the organization. Gordon 
Elliott is manager of the service 
station and A. Thompson is mana- 
ger of the Co-op. store. 

Creameries, cheese factories, feed 
and flour mills are a big factor in 
maintaining the steady income of 
farmers in a mixed farming area 
and Didsbury is fortunate in hav- 
ing all these industries, Let us hope 
they continue to prosper, for in so 
doing the farmers will prosper with 


them and reap the added benefit |

DIM YOUR CAR LIGHTS 


A number of near accidents have been reported lately 
due to the fact that motorists have refused to dim their | 
car or truck lights at night while passing other vehicles. | 
On one night alone a local motorist reported that he had 
passed three cars in the Didsbury district whose drivers | 


failed to acknowledge the courtesy of driving by dimmin 
lights, thus making difficult passing on narrow roads. 

All cars are provided with “dim” switches and the| 
law compels drivers to dim lights when passing other ve- | 
hicles at night, but many seem to take delight in focusing | 
bright car lights into the eves of passing motorists, at the. 
same time endangering their own vehicles and possibly 
the lives of the occupants. 

As a motorist you are one of the privileged travellers | 
on our highways and byways and it is hoped that all who 
read this will take heed and if among the offenders will 
in future resolve to obey the laws and courtesy of the road 
by dimming their car or truck lights at night when pas- 
sing other vehicles,

EYES ON BRITAIN 


There is interest, and some outspoken disappoint- 
ment, at the new economic plans put inté force by Bri- 
tain’s socialist government. No one denies that it will 
have a serious effect on both Canada’s foreign trade and 
her monetary position with respect to other countries. 
The Department of Trade and Commerce has been con- 
vinced that one-third of Canada’s income comes from ex: | 
ternal trade and that the loss would be felt by all whether | 
our income comes directly from external sources or in-| 
directly. Under these conditions it is not difficult to under- | 
stand the intense concern felt in all circles here about our 
external relations. Britain’s statement at Geneva that she 
could not sign the multilateral tariff agreement, as now 
drafted, for at least another year, is a blow to Canada’s 
hopes and efforts for a freer world trade. 

Would Britain’s position have progressively worsened 
if its government had been lees concerned about! 
“socialism” is the question in many minds. The decision 
of the British government to postpone the “socialization” 
of the steel industry until the economic crisis is over 
would indicate that even the socialists believe that their 
policy has been detrimental to the reconstruction of the 
old land. 

Many are convinced that Canadians are more and 
more coming to the conclusion—perhaps reluctantly— 
that our greatest hope, if not our single hope, for happi- 
ness and prosperity comes only from a strengthening of 
the United Nations. It is becoming clear that a high level | 
of multilateral trade will not come except through united 
action. Few have illusions about the difficulties and 
dangers in the way with Soviet Russia challenging every 
move, and with socialist “planning” on a national basis 
threatening every attempt at the freer trade which is 
necessary if the unfortunate millions of the world are to 
obtain food. Exaggerated “nationalism” is a luxury we 
cannot afford.

Julie, the Shingwauk milk cow, 
rejects daylight saving time. Hav- 
ing put it out of her life, she ig- 
nores it completely.
